SCHOOL REHPORT. 


Freiitow-Civizens: We submit to you the following report 
of the condition and progress of the schools of our town for 
the current school year. 

We have attempted no radical change in any department of 
our work, other than a partial change of readers. At the 
commencement of the year we adopted the Franklin series of 
readers, and introduced them into the village schools; and they 
are used, in part, in a few of the other schools. Some change 
was absolutely essential in the village schools; and not caring, 
under the circumstances, to make a full and complete change 
through the town, we adopted them upon the gradual intro- 
duction principle. 

From the concurrent testimony of teachers, and from our 
own experience in practical work with it in the school-room 
this winter, we are more fully convinced of the excellence 
of Hagar’s Arithmetic, which we introduced last year. Curses 
have been hurled down upon us from all quarters because of 
our action in the matter; but we are satisfied that the trouble 
is not in the book, but in the people. They are so wedded to 
old customs that they will not accept anything new. ‘“Hphraim 
is joined to idols: let him alone.” 

Before such a thing as uniformity in text-books can be 
secured, and by this means introducing the latest improvements 
in methods of instruction, some means must be devised of 
educating the people up to the fact that there are improve- 
ments going on in methods of instruction, and in methods of 
elucidating principles. Until such a thing is done, the office of 
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superintending committee is almost a nullity. We cannot 
report the schools as in the condition in which they ought to 
be; yet, in some respects, we feel safe in reporting them in 
peter condition than last year. 

An advance has been made in several of the districts in 
grammar and reading. More attention has been given these 
studies, from the fact that we have had teachers better qualified 
to teach them. We have impressed upon'teachers the necessity — 
of giving more attention to these branches, and, as before said, 
a very marked improvement has been made in them. 

Our teachers have labored hard for the good of their schools, 
but it is not presumable that the same or equal success will 
crown the labors of every one, for all are not alike capacitated 
for their work. Many of our teachers have been beginners in 
the work, but in nearly every case these have been measurably 
successful. 

Some petty difficulties have arisen, but nothing of a serious 
nature. The difficulties have been, in nearly every instance, 
between parents and teachers. Parents, will you—will you 
stop and consider the infinite injury you do your child, by 
taking sides with him in school difficulties, before you hear 
both sides of the case, and know certainly that the teacher is 
radically at fault? Do not base your decisions upon Madam 
Rumor’s report, which she has painted up in all the gorgeous 
tints of the rainbow to suit her fastidious taste. We have 
never found any better method of settling these difficulties 
than by adopting the old Roman custom of bringing the accuser, 
and the accused face to face, and then hearing both sides. Here. 
we get true testimony, if it is to be had. 

We are too chary of sympathy for our teachers. We fail to 
appreciate the condition in which they are placed, and are too 
willing to find fault with them when really they are not to be 
blamed. Sympathy costs but little, but it does a world of 
good. : 

Rhetorical exercises ; have been held in all the schools, both 
summer and winter, and many of them—especially in the winter

schools—have been very praiseworthy. Some of the compo- | 
sitions have been of a high order, considering the age of the | 
composers, and we predict that if they continue practising, 
ere many years they will become writers of no mean repute. 

Teachers should be very careful of their conduct, both in 
and out of the school-room, for they are to a certain extent 
considered as models for the scholars to pattern from in moral 
conduct. The influence a teacher exerts is widespread, and it 
is of the utmost importance that it be right. Itis as much a 
part of his duty to help form the moral character of his pupils, 
as to instruct them from the text-books. 

We present below a report of the several districts. Our 
only real means of judging of the success of a school is what 
we can see at the time of visiting it. When we hear of general 
satisfaction among scholars and parents, we consider it prima 
facie evidence of the success of the school. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 1. 


Miss Ida M. Holt was employed in this district for the year. 
Summer term had sixteen scholars, with an average of twelve ; 
fall term nineteen, with an average of sixteen. 

Miss Holt is one of our old teachers, and she has shown this 
year that she is a progressive teacher,—thorough, earnest, and 
honest in all her labors. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 2. 


Both terms were taught by Georgietta A. Harvey. This is 
Miss Harvey’s first work among us, and she has shown herself 
a workman that needeth not to be ashamed. Thoroughness 
marked, order good, and all in all a very profitable year’s 
work. Whole number in summer thirteen, average eleven; 
whole number in winter eighteen, average seventeen. > 


DISTRICT NUMBER 3, 


Summer term was taught by Miss Julia EK. Currier. Whole 
number of scholars twelve, with an average of nine. A good 
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term’s work was accomplished, as shown by examination. Or- 
der good. 

Winter term taught by Ollin E. Saunders. Whole number 
scholars thirty, with an average of twenty-three. No further 
comments upon this. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 4. 


Summer term by Emma W. Curtis. This was Miss Curtis’s 
first term.- We visited the school several times, and at each 
visit the school appeared well, and we saw nothing why it was 
not a fairly profitable term. 

Winter term by Charles B. Rogers. Whole number scholars 
twenty-one, average sixteen. This was Mr. Rogers’s first term. 
Order good. He labored hard for the good of the school, but 
it appeared to us that there was a slight lack of thoroughness. 
General satisfaction, however, given in the district. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 5. 


Both terms taught by Miss Eva French. Whole number in 
summer term eight, average seven; whole number in winter 
term, nine, with an average of eight. y 

This district is so small that it is not interesting to either 
scholars or teacher. Miss French sustained her former reputa- 
tion. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 6. 


Summer term taught by Kate S. Eastman. Whole number 
thirty-three, with an average of twenty-six. At examination 
the school appeared well, and showed good advancement. 

Winter term taught by May H. Batchelder. Whole number 
of scholars thirty, with an average of twenty-four. The clos- 
ing examination showed faithful work by teacher and scholars. 
This is the largest ungraded school in town, and the most ad- 
vanced of any. In the winter term the classification was 
unavoidably bad. We say this without attaching blame to 
either parents or teacher, but to show that a uniformity of 
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text-books of some of the later works, thereby reducing the 
number of books in each series, would correct it. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 7. 


Both terms by Miss May Adams. This is her first experi- 
ence as a teacher, but she gave good satisfaction. Miss Adams 
is well capacitated for a teacher. We were unable to be pres- 
ent at the examination of the winter term, but hear a good 
report of her work from the district. Order and thoroughness 
marked in the summer term. Whole number in summer term 
thirteen, average twelve; whole number in winter term six- 
teen, average thirteen. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 8. 


FIRST PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 

This department was under charge of Miss Josie Locke, who 
had the same last year. We never saw more perfect order in 
any school, and, when we consider the class of scholars under 
her care,it was very praiseworthy. Some of her scholars when 
they first came to her school could not speak English, but all 
showed good advancement. The first term numbered seventy- 
four, with an average of sixty; second term had fifty-eight, 
- with an average of forty-two; third term numbered thirty- 
three, with an average of twenty-eight. 


SECOND PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


This has continued under its old teacher, Miss Ann O. Drake, 
who has been here fifteen terms. She has sustained her former 
reputation. First term numbered fifty, with an average of 
forty ; second term had thirty-nine, with an average of thirty- 
three ; third term had twenty-four, and averaged twenty. 


INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT. 
First term taught by Alice M. Ford, who well sustained her 
former reputation. Whole number thirty-five, with an aver- 


age of thirty-two. 
The remainder of the year it was under Miss Emma D, Puat- 
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nam, who cameshere a stranger. The scholars seemed inclined 
to try of what metal she was made, but at the close of the term 
she had secured quite good order. In the winter she succeeded 
admirably. Thoroughness was manifest in all the studies. 
She proved to be the right metal. Jall term numbered thirty, 
with an average of twenty-five; the winter twenty-six, with 
an average of nineteen. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


First term was taught by Ella M. Pattee, who was up to her 
former standard. Whole number thirty-three, with an average 
of twenty-nine. 

The remainder of the year it was under Lottie M. Wallace. 
She showed herself a good scholar, and labored hard for the 
success of the school. Some little difficulties arose in the win- 
ter term, which we were called in to settle. Ata hearing of 
the parties, no charges requiring any action by the committee 
were sustained against the teacher. The examination showed 
thoroughness, and if there was any lack it was in order. Whole 
number, first term, twenty-eight, with an average of twenty- 
two; second term numbered thirty-four, and averaged twenty- 
four. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 9. 


Miss Clara Johnson was employed here during the year. 
She accomplished a good year’s work. Order good, and gen- 
eral satisfaction was given. 


PEMBROKE ACADEMY. | 


This time-honored institution has been under the charge of 
Prof. Isaac Walker another year. The success of former 
years has crowned his labors this year.
